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WELCOME TO 1984? 


It has been almost ten years since 1984 came and went. Many people believe George Orwell's book 
served as a frightening reminder of what could happen when we allowed our society to fall into the 
controls of totalitarianism; when the Hitlers and the Stalins were allowed free hand to distort reality and 
enforce strict social controls. The year 1984 went by with little fanfare yet much speculation that 
"democracy" would conquer over totalitarianism and despotism. The crumbling of the Soviet Empire 
and the fall of dictarial regimes in Eastern Europe further served to reinforce this myth. Good hath finally 
overcome evil, so to speak. 

Ten years on and how much freer are we? We live ina supposed democracy, yet day by day the 
forces of control encroach further into our lives. The bureaucracy—the nameless unelected gears in 
the machine—grows larger and larger. More and more our lives are regulated, monitored, inspected 
and controlled by the powers thatbe. With the cold war over, technologies perfected to spy on the enemy 
have been tumed to domestic surveilance. Intemational policing agencies spread their networks and 
border controls tighten. Anti-drug and anti-terrorist hysteria heralds the thought control technique of the 
modem age. Families and communities are tom apart and resistance is suppressed in the “war on 
drugs,” tumed “waron crime,” by the same power-currupt elite who make profit from the trade and create 
the desperation. j 

While the faces of the govemments change, the bureaucracies, the corporations and powers 
behind them remain the same. Their only goal is to maintain their positions of power and domination. 
With the Cold War “won,” the “victorious” ruling classes of Europe, North America and East Asia have 
been able to turn their attentions elsewhere; controlling the Third Worid. Strengthening the already 
draconian controls imposed by the World Bank and IMF, trade blocs are created and border controls 
tightened. Anti-"foreigner” hysteria has the masses whipped up into a frenzy as a distraction and 
scapegoat for further domestic controls. The “crime problem” is made as an excuse for larger, better 
equipped police forces, random searches, more brutality, more surveilance, more arrests and more 

risons. 
Е In reality, 1984 is not some future that has not materialized, itis here in 1994, now more than ever. 
The strangleholdon theless fortunateis being tightened. The security ofthe middle class is beingrocked 
and the growing, faceless numbers of poor and homeless are becoming more desperate. 

However, the spirit of revolution has yet to be crushed. As the iron fist of the tuling class tightens, 
more and more will slip through their fingers. The struggle for survival is a global one and the building 
of communites, networks and autonomous zones is spreading across the superficial boundaries 
imposed on the maps. The struggle is not limited to the punks or the intellectuals or the workers, but 
for the survival of all beings towards a world free of govemments, artifical social controls, hatred and 
fear. Consider the altemative:

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MAKING WAY FOR 
THE MULTINATIONAL 
RE-INVASION OF 
SOUTH AFRICA

Anyone with basic economic knowledge will 
be able to tell you that salaries in the private sector 
are closely related to what the govemment pays 
civil servants. Now nurses and teachers don’t 
eam much money anywhere in the world and this 
is even more the case in South Africa. Currently 
teachers are fighting, as nurses did last year, to 
get more than the 5% raise they had to grovel for. 
But you can bet they're not going to get it. 

The reason? No it's not because this year's 
budget saw ministers receive a 37% raise, al- 
though it probably adds to the situation. It's 
actually because South Africa is about to be 
invaded. For years now transnationals have been 
begging at South Africa;s doorstep to be letin and 
now with the slacking, or even in some cases, 
dropping of sanctions it is finally possible. 

But why are they so eager to enter this land? 
Essentially, unlike Eastem Europe, South Africa 
hasalwayshada capitalist system. Itis something 
that we have been brought up with and know like 
the back of ourhands. Unlike Eastem Europe we 
also have the infrastructure to handle the demand 
placedon people and land. However, mostimpor- 
tantly, we have three things which multinationals 
love: 

+ A weak economy: This means the people are 
just pleading for foreign investment. 

* Massive unemployment: Nine million people 
out of work makes for a work force that will take 
any abuse. 

* Low wages: The less you pay outthe more you 
keep in/ Pure logic. 

Companies like Coca Cola, Unilever and 
Siemens never left South Africa and as long as 
govemment, irrelevant of whether it is white or 
black, continues to cultivate this climate they never 
will. 





What's odd about this scenario is the way the 
U.S. Govemment seems to be encouraging the 
migrations of these companies. By offering finan- 
cial aid, as promised by Princeton Lyman, U.S. 
ambassador, they practically guarantee that the 
companies will find a new home in South Africa. 

Butthe companies aren't the only ones look- 
ing to expand. Recentallegations of U.S. involve- 
ment in neighboring states leads one to believe 
the U.S. itself is seeking active involvement in 
Southem Africa. The current war in Angola must 
have the U.S. just itching to intervene. Clinton 
himself has actually offered his support to the 
Angolan govemment in their fight against the 
UNITA usurpers. Last year while they further our 
cause they were rebels. Oddly enough, Clinton's 
forgotten thatitwas the South African govemment 
who armed UNITA.. Even our own president can't 
remember that one. 

Another point of interest is the kind offer of 
the U.S. govemment to dispose of all our weap- 
ons-grade uranium. And exactly what will they be 
doing with that? 

Irrelevant of the above speculation one thing 
is for certain, life in South Africa is not going to get 
any easier.

TONY RIOS IN THE "HOLE" FOR 17TH BIRTHD 


From Prison News Service, thanks to Monycka Snow- 
bird for further information 

The following is an update on the case of Tony 
Rios, a 16-year-old Lakota who had been incarcerated 
in adult prison in South Dakota since the age of 14. 
Charged with assault (not relating to death) and man- 
slaughter, he was tried in adult court where witnesses 
against him were paid and the obvious plea of self- 
defense was not accepted. Tony was tried and charged 
after defending himself against an unprovoked attack 
by an adult white male. Tony slashed at the man with 
his knife in attempt to get away causing shallow wounds 
from which the man died—a rare and unusual case 
according tothe coroner. Overall objections, Tony was 
tried in an adult court and sentenced to eight years for 
Assault and given an addition 20 years probation forthe 
charge of First Degree Manslaughter. 

In short, the government has another potential 
activist under wraps for the next 28 years. Tony's 
mother has been active in the case of her people for 
many years and this treatment of Tony is largely the 
system's way of getting back at her. The treatment of 
young Native American prisoners has been her concern 
long before the incident that changed Tony's life and 
drew him into that very system. 

After Sentencing he was immediately whisked 
away to a hardcore prison 400 miles across the state 
where he was beaten and abused by adult prisoners as 
he had been in Pennington County Jail. After a while he 
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APPEAL DENIED FOR LEONARD PELTIER! j

On July 7, 1993, the Eighth Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals handed down its decision to deny Leonard Peltier 
anewtrial. Once again the court has turned its back on 
truth and justice and has sided with the government's 
massive crimes on Indian Land. 

Leonard Peltier is a Chippewa/Lakota American 
Indian Movement activist who was framed on murder 
charges in the deaths of two FBI agents on the Pine 
Ridge Oglala Lakota Reservation in South Dakota on 
July 26, 1975. The attack on the AIM camp that day was 
a planned action by the government to suppress AIM 
and the Traditional Oglala People, who they viewed as 
the only opposition to their plans to steal more India land 
to be exploited for uranium. 

Leonard’s recent appeal was based on the fact 
that the prosecution changed its "theory" on the case. 
Leonard was convicted of close-up first degree murder. 
the government at his trial presented ballistics reports 
that showed that Leonard’s gun killed the agents. Later, 
it was proven that these reports were fabricated. Also, 
witnesses that testified that Leonard was down at the 
agent's care, have retracted their statements, saying 
that they were forced by the FBI to make false state- 
ments against Leonard. At the November 9th hearing 
on Leonard’s appeal, federal prosecutor Lynn Crooks 
said “we had a murder, we had numerous shooters, we 
do not know who the.specifically fired what killing 
Shots... we knew who participated... but we did not 
know, quote, unquote, who shot the agents... what | 
mean is we did not have any direct evidence that one 
individual as opposed to another on pulled the trigger...” 
Whatisimportant about this revisionist history is thatthe 
government is all but admitting that most of the evi- 
dence presented at Leonard's trial was false. Crooks 
went on in his testimony to say that there was no direct 
evidence, no eyewitnesses, and nothing substantial to 
tie Leonard to the deaths. He claimed that Leonard was 
convicted of both first degree murder and aiding and 
abetting first degree murder. 

But if all this were true one should go back to the 
words of Judge Heaney inthe second appeal who said, 
“it would be] an entirely different case both in terms of 
the mánner in which it was presented... and the sen- 
tence the judge imposed, if the only evidence... was that 
Leonard was participating on the periphery.” The court 
wrote in its 1986 decision, “We could have resolved this 
issue without much difficulty if the government had 
presented the case... on the theory that he was an aider 
and abetter... but this is not the government's theory.” 
On this point Leonard should be given a new trial. 

The court also ruled that all of the defense evi- 


OPERATION RESCUE FOILED AGAIN IN DENVER Í

From August 10 to August 14, Operation Rescue 
and other anti-choice groups, coming of their Cities of 
Refuge failure, targeted Denver for an anti-choice cam- 
paign... and were smashed again. Operation Rescue 
apparently hoped to get support from the 100,00 plus 
Catholics visiting Denver for the Pope's visit, which 
coincided with their mobilization. Denver may alsohave 
seemeda good targetbecause Colorado recently passed 
Amendment Two, basically legalizing homophobia. OR 
was looking for a victory in order to regain momentum 
after their Cities of Refuge Debacle 

OR's and other groups’ rallies throughout the 
week had only about 100. attendees, a mere fraction of 
whom protested. Also, a significant number of OR 
attendants were infiltrators from pro-choice groups. 
The rallies started out with half-hour, scary Christian- 
tock sing alongs ("Our God is an awesome God, He 
reigns in the heaven above...,” "Our God is an angry 
God, we wait for Him, for fire, for fire..." and then surreal 
Biblical talks by power-tripping white men. At the final 
rally, Friday night (before the final day of anti-choice 
activity), the video The Hard Truth was shown, which 





was transferred the Springfield Correctional Facility, a 
coed, medium security prison, where conditions were 
somewhat better but not ideal. In order to escape 
beatings he had to pay “protection money, which 
caused his mother to sell nearly everything to keep up 
with payments. The other prisoners would steal his 
food, forcing him to buy food from the commissary. 

InJanuary 1993, Tony wastransferred from Spring- 
field back to the hardcore Sioux Falls Pen. He was 
again beaten by other prisoners and put into the Hole for 
fighting (even though he was not the cause of it). Once 
out of there, he got a job in the kitchen, which was great 
for his morale, his health and record for the Parole 
Board. In April he was assaulted by an outside super- 
visor. His boss and other fellow prisoners who saw the 
incident launched a lawsuit against the supervisor who 
was subsequently fired. 

In early May, a riot broke out between Native 
prisoners and the guards who had gone too far provok- 
ing them. Tony was in the yard at the time but did not 
take part in the riot. He saw one guard get beaten and 
itmade him sick. He went and stayed behind the sweat 
lodgeuntiltheriotwas over. His only actionwasto hang 
the flag upside down, the distress signal. The next day, 
the guards. came to take him to the warden. He was 
accused of being a ringleader and instigator of the riot, 
and causing some of the damage. He was placed 
immediately into administrative segregation. 

Ittookthree orfourweeksto return his belongings 





denceinthis appeal was either litigated before or should 
have been. Even recently obtained evidence, such as 
the affidavit by GOON Squad leader, Duane Brewer, 
that describes the FBI's activities, like its illegally train- 
ing, arming and encouraging illegal activities of the 
GOON Squad. This affidavit is important because it is 
more proof that the government was behind the vio- 
lence on Pine Ridge. 

Over the 17 years that Leonard has been in prison 
his defense has disproved all of the government's 
claims against him but one, that he was there the day of 
the shoot-out. The defense has shown that evidence 
was fabricated, witnesses were intimidated into making 
false statements, and that the government abused the 
justice system. Still the courts will not give him a new 
trial. Why not? It seems that the government is fearful 
that a new and fair trial will expose the injustices done 
to Leonard and the Traditional Oglala People. The 
government has carried on a campaign of misconduct 
to keep Leonard in prison that continues to this day. It 
has been reported from reliable sources that the appeal 
judges had secret meetings with FBI agents. while 
deliberating Leonard's last appeal 

The Leonard Peltier Defense Committee is asking 
for an independent investigation into Leonard's case 
andthe government misconduct. Please write letters in

- depicts obviously fake fetuses in an attempt to 
the viewer into action. This was followed by a 
Biblical war strategies by the organizer of the Florida 
IMPACT Team training school. A map to a doctor's 
home was handed out at the end of the rally. 

But for all their talk, OR's big day of action fizzled. 
Throughout the week, pro-choice clinic defenders and 
counter vastly outnumbered the anti-choicers and Sat- 
urday was no exception... Thirty-pro-choicers met the 
handful of anti-'s who showed up to picket the doctor's 
home and rendered the anti-choice picket totally impo- 
tent. At the Planned Parenthood clinic that day pro- 
choicers outnumbered the anti-choicers 700 to 200, 
which was apparently the largest anti-choice mobiliza- 
tion ORwas capable of, even during the Pope's visitwith 
ahundredthousand Catholics in townforthe week. Just 
to give an example of inept these fuckers are, they 
misspelled the name of the doctor they picketed, who 
didn't perform abortions anyway. 

When the Pope arrived in Denver to meet Bill 
Clinton another Protest took place. Throngs of sheep 
came to see their direct link to the almighty while about 
50 people showed up for a demonstration called by 


into his cell, including his eagle feather, and no sooner 
did he have them he was moved again, this time to the 
Hole. Two incidents lead up tothis. Once, Tony lost his 
patience, threw water on a guard, and was accused of 
throwing urine. Another time when leaving the shower, 
his towel fell off as he went up the stairs. The female 
guard on duty accused him of exposing himself. 

When the guards came to take him tothe Hole, he 
refused to go because he was afraid and also angry that 
he would again lose his few possessions. They sent in 
the "forced cell extraction team,” a gang of eight or nine 
big guards who handled him with excessive force, 
especially considering the fact that he was no longer 
resisting. They smashed his head into a locker and he 
sustained a deep cut over his eye which bled profusely. 
He was handcutfed and dragged to the Hole, and in 
dragging him the guards lifted his arms so high his 
muscles were torn. 

Nearby prisoners saw it happen, and realizing 
that Tony was injured, managed to get amessage to his 
mother. She hitched the five miles to town to use the 
phone, and called a few supporters, and within a couple 
of hours the prison was receiving calls from all direc- 
tions. Callers were handed a line about exaggerated 
prisoner reports, specially trained staff, and immediate 
medical attention. They even said the nurse checked 
him and he had no injuries, and the warden promised to 
check on him personally. 

Tony continues to receive the standard (mis) 
treatment that prisoners in the Hole are subjected to 
everywhere. Limited treatment for his injuries, bad

homophobic sheep. As the event ended, the Lesbian 
Avengers went backtotheir pickup and blasted "We Are 
Everyday People,” much to the consternation “of the 
passing throng of bigotry. The next nighttwo Avengers 
chained themselves to the Governor's Mansion in pro- 
test of Amendment Two. 

It should be noted that those of us who came to 
Denver from out of state observed the Colorado boycott 
by only patronizing queer-positive establishments and 
getting most of our supplies before we got to Colorado 
(The Revolutionary Shoplifting Army was also in full 
effect, of course). 

The week wrapped up nicely at a Saturday after- 
noon NOW rally, which surprisingly featured two speak- 
ers who called for revolution. It ended with six wimmin 
going topless (in Brest Park no less) and unfurling a 
large "Pro-Choice Victory" banner by a busy thorough- 
fare. An anarchist presence was not readily visible 
during the week of fun, though a number of anarchists 
took part in the activities, 


food, 23-hour lockdown, constant threats and verbal 
abuse, the withholding of education as further punish- 
ment, etc. 

The latest violation of Tony's rights occurredin the 
last week of August when he appeared before the 
Parole Board . The family of the man who died was 
present at the hearing and even conferred with the 
Parole Board before Tony was brought in. Since the 
sentence he is currently serving, for aggravated as- 
sault, has nothing to do with them (the sentence for 
manslaughter charge being 20 years suspended, con- 
secutive) these people had no legal right to be there. Of 
course parole was denied. Tony has no lawyer, though 
he hopes to be adequately represented at his next 
hearing in March, 1994. 

The Support Committee is actively seeking a 
lawyer who will take Tony's case to heart and go to bat 
for him. The Committee is raising money for legal fees 
but is still far from its objectives. T-shirts, sweatshirts 
and pins are still available through the Committee.

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FASCISTS ATTAC 


On the night of April 12, an attempt was made to 
burn down the 121 Centre at 121 Railton Road in 
Brixton. A white man was spotted on the back of the 
building with a can of petrol and screwed up paper. He 
was chased off, without doing any damage. There were 
possibly several others involvedwith the attempt. There 
is no concrete proof of who they are or why they were 
trying to set the 121 on fire. However, it is strongly 
suspected that the people behind the attack were mem- 
bers of a fascist group called Combat 18. 

Combat 18 (C18) is the “paramilitary” wing of the 
fascist British National Party. The BNP isan openly nazi 
group which campaigns ona platform of strong, authori- 
tarian government, and, despite being run by a largely 
middle-class elite, tries to appeal to working class 
people by blaming everything that is wrong in this 
society on Black and Asian people. Whereverthe BNP 
have appeared they have inspired and taken part in 
violent attacks against Blacks and Asian communities 
and are responsible for the murder of a number of 
people. 
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Combat 18 recruits hardened nazis into it's ranks. 
It's aim is to attack opponents of fascism; anti-racists, 
Black activists, anti-fascist, “left-wingers” and so on. 
The group has claimed responsibility for a number of 
attacks including arson attempts and violent beatings of 
anti-racist demonstrators. They have also tried to set 
fire toa bookshop in Birmingham and anarsonattackon 
121 fits into this strategy. 

On the night of Friday, June 3, the premises of 
Freedom Press and Freedom Bookshop in East Lon- 
don were attacked by arsonists who managed to burn 
outthe bottom floor. The printing presses and printshop 
were burnt out but the bookshop on the next floor 
suffered on smoke damage. This is the second attack 
onthe Freedom premises, the first being when masked 
nazis from C18 attacked the shop when it was open, 
destroying a computer and telephones as well as a 
general throwing about of stock. This took place on 
March 27, 1993. 

Freedom has been at the premises for over 25 
years and the building functions as a printshop for 
Freedom publications (Freedom newspaper, the Rave 
periodical and books) as well as an anarchist bookshop 
and the A Distribution office. 


OTHER NEWS ON FASCISM IN THE UK 
September 8, 1993: Quaddus Ali, a 17 year old Asian 
student was attacked by eight racists in East London 
and put into a hospital in a comma state. 

September 10: A vigil outside the hospital is attacked 
by cops resulting in arrests and injuries. 

September 11: Fascists rampage twice through the 
Brick Lane area of East London (the center of the Asian 
community) breaking shop windows despite a massive 


.number of cops in the area. There were no arrests. 


September 11: The weekly BNP paper sale in Brick 
Lane is opposed by anti-fascists although both sides 
are kept apart by police.

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The following interview is with two anarchist squatters, Ana and Gustavo, from 
Mexico City. The interview took place during the Love and Rage Conference in San 
Diego on July 11th and was compiled by Anders Corr. 


Squatting a Police Station 
Ana: We are squatting a building, which is an ex- 
police station. It is our first experience squatting 
as anarchists. In Mexico there exists a squatting 
movement, but not like anarchist squatting. Most 
of the movements and people squat land, not 
buildings. We founda building empty and we have 
other friends that are squatting another govem- 
ment building. Half of them are anarchists, the 
others are not. We used to squat the building with 
them, butit does not work on anarchist principles, 
So we decide to squat another place. 

Anders: How and why did you first decide to 

' squat? 

Ana: Our economic situation is very difficult. 
Renting a space is expensive and we can't afford 
to pay. Furthermore, there is too much bureau- 
cracy involved in renting for us anarchists. We 
know there are: many goverment buildings that 
are empty. We need the space and the space is 
there so why wait to have the money, because we 
never have it. The mostimportant things that our 
economic situation necessitated that we squat. 
Our squatis provided by the goverment. We are 
putting our ideas into practice. 

Anders: Whatis yourcriticism ofland ownership? 
Ana: |t is an injustice because there is 
maldistribution of land instituted against the will of 
the people. Itis an injustice. The land was stolen 
from the people. We have to recover the space. 


SEXISM 


Anders: Whatis the sexism within the anarchist 
squatting movement? 

Ana: There was reverse-sexism when we started 
the squat. The guys did most of the hard work. In 
the present squat there is no problem, the women 
are starting to work too. We share the sameideas, 
which was totally different from the squat and 
which only half of us were anarchists. Atthat squat 
We tried to have a women's health-care workshop 
and we couldn't because the guys had no respect 
and interrupted the meeting, joking and scream- 
ing. We couldn't do the workshop because. we 
needed a quiet and private space as women. 
They were afraid at the prospect of women-only 
meetings. They didn't respect our right to have a 
meeting where men weren't allowed. They think 





we have nothing to do as women alone. They 
didn't respect us. 


ZAPATA SCHOOL 


Anders: Canyoutell me aboutthe Zapata School? 
Ana: This is an example of squatters who don't 
call themselves anarchists, but they live in an 
anarchistic manner. A large community squatted 
the land and began to build their shacks. Most of 
them are immigrants from the south of Mexico, 
Chiapas and some people from Guatemala. They 
are pretty poorpeople.. They found a place and it 
grewandgrewuntilthere was acommunity formed. 
All these people go to work and look for a better 
life. They aren't able to be concemed about the 
education of the children, they live day by day and 
look formoney for something to eat. This group of 
students saw the need for education and wanted 
tostartthe Zapata High School. Before the Zapata 
High School, the community builta primary school 
for children from six to twelve years. Two or three 
ofthe student/teachers, mainly women, are anar; 
Chists. They started to give classes to teach the 
boys. More and more people came to take their 
classes and then the community built a space for 
the students to take theirclasses. They then said 
there was aneed for more space. The community 
built the school. There was a fight because the 
State govemment did not give recognition to the 


diplomas of the Zapata School, but the community - 


had a demonstration for the recognition of the 
diplomas. They same thing happened in other 
places and they won. 


ANARCHISTS WITHIN THE 
MEXICAN SQUATTER MOVEMENT 


Ana: | think it is important to see that the move- 
ment exists because of the people. As an anar- 
chist | feel good because we do not think that the 
people are pathetic or something. The movement 
exists, and we need to be part of that movement. 
Let's not worry about the squatting anarchists, but 
about being a part of the larger movement and 
share our experiences as anarchists. We can do 
that in Mexico. | don't know about other places. 
We squat in the middle of a lower class neighbor- 
hood. There are many young and old people. It is 
acommunity. The people started a squat and they 
have experience. The government legalized the

September 13: Protest outside the court to support 
those arrested on Friday the 10th. 

September 16: Derek Beackton is elected as a British 
National Party councillor for the Millwal area in East 
London. He is the first BNP electoral victory. The turn 
out in the election was 44% with the BNP getting 1400 
votes, Labour came second with just seven less votes. 
About 100 fascists gathered to support the BNP. A 
counter-demo of anti-fascists was attacked briefly by 
nazis. 

Other news: John Tydall, leader of the BNP had his 
house in Hove, Sussex, attacked by anti-fascists.

squatters by giving ownership of the land to the 
people, and we think that is good, because the 
people won't have more problems. We also think 
thatwe and they have to reinvigorate the struggle. 
We say don’t accept the paternalism of govern- 
ment. We wantto be part of the community. They 
have the experience of squatting and we promote 
that. We are in favor of the squat and the commü- 
nity took a squatting action. The government in 
Mexico bought out the people by giving them land. 
When there is a very strong movement their strat- 
egy is to immediately as “what do you want?” They 
give the people what they want. We want the 
people to go beyond those demands, not stopping 
with “I won the battle now and now | have a home 
which" is" mine." THat"is good"büt we must 
reinvigorate the struggle, give to the people an 
explanation of the struggle so that they can go 
ahead with a different perspective. We must fight 
more against state authority. The people wantthe 
struggle but they want police as well. The neigh- 
borhoods now have to pay for the government, 
which they don't like. | think the experience is 
somethingthatwe have to work with. We mustgive 
tothe people another perspective on their struggles. 
Live by the principles of liberty, not the dictates of 
the government-instituted “community center.” 
When the youth gangs became problematic the 
government asked whatwe needed and the people 
acquiesced to their authority. The struggle is gone 
now. The people are fighting for a better life. 
Having your own house and a place to work is not 
everything. We need to push further ahead. 


RENT STRIKE 


Gustavo: There exists two specific rent strikes 
that | know of in Mexico. Some people froze their 
rent for a while when the owner tried to increase 
rent. Firstthey stopped paying to the owner, then 
fora while deposited the money in the bank. Now 
they don't put the money in the bank, they just 
keep it. They have a limbo situation because in 
Mexico if you pay the water and electricity for five 
years and the bills are in your name, you hàve 
rights to the house or apartment. There are 
articles in the Constitution which people use so 
they don't have to pay. They are the basis and 
justification of their rent strike. The other rent 
Strike | know of is a bunch of buildings which were 
damaged by the earthquake. The owners closed 
the buildings, but many resident families didn't 
leave. The owner then reinstated the rent in a 


building that was notin living condition and the six. .- 


families went on rent strike. These are the specific 
cases which | know of personally, but many similar 
cases exist at this moment in Mexico. Many 
tenants wholive in the earthquake damagedhous- 
ing refuse to pay the rent and are on rent strike. 
The owners of these earthquake damaged build- 
ings tried to push them out, but not by the legal 
system because the legal systemis not successful 
against the rights of the strikers. The owners then 
work directly with the police, sometimes directly 
paying them to evict people with no legal papers.

UK SQUATS 
UNDER ATTACK 


Since the spring, there has been an upsurge 
of police activity against squatters in London. In 
one incident, on May 18, police raided a party ata 
squatted house on Arlingford Road, in Brixton, 
South London, after having initially been called by 
neighbors complaining about the noise. When 
two officers were refused entry, they retumed with 
a large number of riot police and smashed their 
way into the house. By this time there were only 
12 people left. Two people were admitted to the 
hospital and injuries included broken fingers and 
cuts bad enough to need stitches. There were 
also arrests and most were charged with Violent 
Disorder, a serious offence which carries & maxi- 
mum sentence of five years. A bail of £1000 was 
set. There has been alotof fund-raising and atthe 
time of this writing, enough money had been 
raised to bail seven of eleven defendants—four 
remain on remand. There have been many other 
early-moming raids on squats in the Brixton area— 
all on the strength of ridiculous warrants e.g.. 
looking for “stolen electrical equipment.” There 
seems to be a policy of giving “European” squat- 
ters a hard time with the large numbers of French, 
German_and Italian squatters in Brixton under 
constant harassment, driving many out of the 
area. A defense campaign has been set up for the 
Arlingford Road defendants.

BLASTED IN PARIS

In the 14° headquarters, a shop called "Dark 
Side" was opened by Serge Ayouba.k.a. "Batskin," 
and this shop sells mainly skinhead fashion cloth- 
ing, but also other (fascist) stuff. Serge Ayoub is 
also the leader of "JNR" (Jeunesse National 
Revolutionnaire = Revolutionary Youth Move- 
ment), and he is quite well known in the fascist 
area. A lot of people made a petition in order to 
close this shop, because most of the time itis a 
meeting place for all Parisian fascists skinheads, 
some of whom carry guns and have "pitbull" dogs. 
Each time people from the area called the cops to 
complain, they never showed up. On the 21st of 
December, 1993, the shop was bombed, but with 
minimal damage. However, on June 21, of this 
year, a second bomb exploded at 4:21 AM. This 
time causing more damage including the entire 
shop destroyed, as well as a few nearby cars and 
windows damaged. Now the shop is definitely 
closed for good, butit's a shame that Batskin and 
his friends were not inside!

Here are some facts about “democratic” Croatia... 
After the elections in1990. HDZ (Croatian Demo- 
cratic Union) became a ruling party. It started with

it’s democratic changes. The fascism in it’s classical 
form in Croatia still doesn’t exist. It’s visible in some 
radical right wing parties. It also comes in some 
individuals, but there is no party whichis really fascist. 

The bigger problem is nationalism or better say 
ultra-nationalism, There are few radical, (parties, HSP 
(Croatian Party of Rights), HDP (it’s a kind of a 
movement), with it's paramilitary forces, Their fight- 
ers wear black and “Ustasa” iconography. Some of 
them even sing Nazi songs and use Nazi salutes. 

Also, football club fans draw swastikas and some 
school children too. But, usually they don’t really 
Know what that means. 

Inthe beginning of the war, nationalismhas spread 
and overgrown into euphoria and fate against other 
nations, Serbs especially. And, than you have religious 
hate (Croats are catholics. People turn to religion (it 
became fashion) even though they never believed in, god 
before (remember Yugoslavia was a “communist” state, 
with no religion). It's also a fashion to show your hate 
against the Serbs (in trains, waiting rooms), and when 
you do that the crowd applauds, and the reputation of 
the speaker grows, of course, I think that’s stupid 
bullshitting, not really fascism. 

Inthe recent time (end of the fast yearand forward) 
some terrible thing happen, evictions. When Yugoslav 
army lift Croatia, Croatian Ministry of Defense has 
taken it’s apartments. And now, they force people to 
leave their apartment even though many of themsigned 
and joined Croatian army. It’s been more than 170 
cases of that Kind (maybe more, I’m not sure about it), 
only for one single military hospital. That ministry 
does with these apartments whateverit wants, It quts 
people, they want to, in. And. ‘You can imagine how 
many of these apartments in whole Croatia are. That's 
one of the “democratic” things. 

‘Than, in schools, it’s forbidden to use “old” words 
from Yugoslavia you have to use “new” words which 
were used during the WW2 in “NDH” (Independent 
State of Croatia 1941-45).

So 
instead of that sticky subject, I’m going to give my 
thoughts on something alittle more close to home 
in Minneapolis, a subject l'm not thrilled to ap- 
proach since there are so many bad feelings on 
the subject right now. First let's start with a quote 
from my sponsor... 





"The oppressed and downtrodden will not 
revolt because of political ideals alone, but will 
only fight back out of necessity for survival. Politi- 
cal ideals will not put bread on the plate, but 
necessity will. Join political ideals to necessity 
and not will the opressed and downtrodden have 
breadon theirplates, butthe bakery, mill andfields 
as well” —Some dead revolutioanry superhero 


The subject of my column this issue is the 
current state of affairs around the Emma Center. 
As many regular readers of Profane Existence 
remember, The Emma Center is a community 
center / meeting space / book store / record store 
/ venue started by anarchists and anarcho-punks 
in Minneapolis in 1992. Being one ofthe founding 
members of the Emma Center Collective, this has 
a personal connection to myself. The idea behind 
Emma Center was mainly an issue of necessity, 
the need for an independent space where anar- 
chist/political meetings could take place, commu- 
nity services could be set up, a place for events 
such as gigs, discos, etc. , as well as an outlet for 
anarchist and revolutionary literature and music. 
Many of the most active collective members atthe 
beginning where anarcho-punks who also sawthe 
space where their culture would be accepted and 
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thing: 
"between differing political styles and out of the 





couldflourish. Itwas realizedatthe beginningthat 
muchofthe space would existoutof necessity and 
Emma could not survive on political theory and 
altruism alone. That is, now matter how hard we 
try to live up to our politics and give to the space, 
real income was going to be needed to keep the 
place alive. 

An equal balance between the two was sought 
with money to fund the space equally divided 
between merchendise sales and events income 
(necessity) and monthly pledges and-grants (al- 
truism). Space was alloted in Emma for 
merchendise sales and time set aside for money 
making events such as gigs. As well, time and 
space were alloted for political activies and com- 
munity work. But what has happened is that the 
altruistic side didn't couldn't come to agreement 
onthe side ofnecessity on what was properforthe 
space. Many ofthe anarcho-punks who workedat 
Emma center got caught between this and were 
crushed as if between hammer and anvil. Forthe 
most part, the participation of the anarcho-punks 
was in activities which made up necessity such as 
stocking the merchandise and organizng most of 
the fund-raising events in the form of punk gigs. A 
greatburden was placed on this group as pledges 
and grants tapered off and most of the income 
raising burden was placed on their shoulders. 
With the source of income being placed on‘the 
punks, they did what they knew best to raise 
income: stock punk music on the shelves and hold 
more gigs. 

However, all was not well in punk paradise, 
Other people in Emma, for whom the space was 
mainly a political manifestation and were not part 
of the punk culture, didn’t understand or like what 
was being stocked. This being a general disliking 
of punk or just disagreements over specific items, 
mainly caused by differing political styles. Widen- 
ing the gulf were a number of incidents which 
happenedat punk gigs by odd trouble-makers, not 
aided by the cynicism of some of the older punx to 
the “rules” of Emma. 

| myself was one of the first to feel chewed up 
and spit out by the Emma Center. Being active on 
the merchendise front, especially in regards to 
punk stuff, | was put in a position where | had to 
argue on the side of nessecity when merchendise 
was put into question or blacklisted because it 
didn't agree with other people's politics or political 
styles. Feeling that my contributions, (not to 
mention my politics and culture) were constantly. 
underattack, even while financially supporting the 
Emma Center, | got fed up and quit the collective, 
mywillforreasonable debate having been drained. 
It'sa pretty alienating experience to constantly be 
in conflict with people who could not see beyond 
their own reality nor agree to differ in opinion. 
Others quietly have left as well. 
l.still volunteered at Emma Center up until 
abouttwo months ago. | feltthatl.could spend my 
tine there volunteering and, feel I wasdoing sófiie- 
rihwhile, yet stay out of the "conflicts

Each working group. that 
makes: ; up Emma are givin autonomy to ofganize 
their own activities and the Performance: Commit- 
tee had givin the go ahead, Тпе performance 
committee, at the time, was made up entirely of 
punks and this rebuttal by the collective came as 
a slap in the face. | have known the people in 
MISERY fora long time and | know they have had 
abum wrap in regards to their reputation of attract- 
ing destructive crowds. As well, because of differ- 
ing political ideals, Misery were accused of not 
being politically active (as if there is only one right 
way of being politically active) while not knowing 
anything about any of the people in the band. So 
the Emma Collective voted to not let them play 
with no scheduled collective meeting where MIS- 
ERY could defend themselves or appeal the deci- 
sion before the date of the show. Flyers had 
already been made which made the situation 
worse as many people looked forward to this gig 
(Misery don’t play out often and it’s an event when 
they do), 

Of course, this isn’t going to look very good in 
the eyes of many punks and the other local band 
who was going to play with Misery pulled out as 
well and no other local punk bands would play the 
show. (unfortunately, Lungbutter, a touring band 
from the Bay Area, had to play with no local 
support and not many people went to the show 
after events had left a sour taste in the mouths of 
many). MY BAND, Destroy! refused to play an 
upcoming showas well, in solidarity. In reality, the 
crowd that comes to Destroy! gigs is pretty much 
the same folx who would come to see Misery, and 
the Emma Collective has no problem with us 
playing! Needless to say, two of the punks who 
organized the show, as well as a great deal of the 
merchendise ordering, decided to quit the Emma 
Collective after feeling similarly alienated from the

Ispentagood part of last winter visiting my parents 
in Zagreb, the capitol of whatis now Croatia. Ihelped. 
out a little ata refugee relief warehouse and talked to 
a lot of refugees from the war there who my parents are 
friends with. Although most people I talked to about 
the war were Croatian, I also had the chance to talk 
with some Serbs about the situation, so I feel I have 
somewhat of agrasp of what the situation is like there. 
Iwas quite shocked at the article on Ex-Yugoslavia in 
issue 19/20. I don’t think I’ve ever seen so much 
blatant pro-government war apologetics in an anar- 
chist paper ever. I usually blow off articles I fave 
minor problems with, but considering how little there 
is in the anarchist press in Ex-Yugoslavia to counter 
Uros’ article I feel compelled to blow some steam. 

First off, as far as Balkan history is concerned, the 
people who fought the Turk’s during the Ottoman 
invasions weren't only Serbs. Both Croats and Serbs as 
wellas other Slavs were fighting the Turkish invaders, 
by no means was it the Serbs alone protecting their 
land. The line “Serbs outside of Serbia where there for 
centuries”..."so they were at their own land in Croatia 
and Bosnia” is a well thought out Serbian nationalist 
idea. A popular Serbian slogan is “Where there is one 
Serb there is Serbia”, which is supposed to justify the 
invasion of ethnically mixed areas. According to that 
logic, “Serbs where at their own land” in Austria, 
Rumania, Greece and Italy, ‘This in no way justifies 
any so called protection of “Serbian territory” which 
isn’t even in Serbia. 

As faras the “anti-Serbian” propaganda in Croatia, 
Croatia voted to secede largely because they wanted 
autonomous rule (that’s state autonomy, not anarchy) 
and become independent from Serbia which had previ- 
ously held the bulk of power in Bosnia and Croatia, 
‘The capitol of Yugoslavia was Belgrade (in Serbia). So 
Serbia controlled the local politics in Croatia as wellas 
the economy and military (the Yugo army is, inciden- 
tally one of the most powerful in Europe). This was 
before secession and not just because the Croatian and 
Bosnian politicians left the Yugoslav government. 
Croatia was tired of their economy and politics being 
controlled by Serbia so they seceded, 

The author's comment on the Serbian people having 
to fight backor face extinction is pretty strange consid- 
ering the smallsize of the conflict fe mentioned and tfie 
fact that at the time Croatia had no real army. As the 
war escalated Croatia hastily put together militias 
armed with hunting rifles and stolen arms. The arms 
embargo putonallof Ex-Yugoslavia prevented Croatia 
From effectively protecting itself early on against Serb 
forces who weren’t so much affected by the embargo 
since they already had a powerful military built up 
beforehand. Serbians were not about to face extinction 
because of a racist paramilitary group, which leads me 
to another point. 

Since even before Tito died, Croatia was in no way 
capable politically, militarily or otherwise to repeat the 
atrocities ithad committed during World War II when 
the Ustashi lead programs against the Serbs (as wellas 
against just about anybody the Nazis did). If the 
nationalist fervor would get that high, they simply 
wouldn't have the means. Not only that, but another 
Ustashi holocaust would be treated much the same 
way by the UNas a German Nazi resurgence. It’s true 
that there are groups in Croatia that identify strongly 
with the Ustashi, including HOS which are gaining 
popularity as a result of the war, but they are for the 
most part fringe groups and not likely to get in posi- 
tions were this could happen. Milosevic used thisasan 
official reason for military strikes on Croatia early on 
inthe war and the capitalist press boughtit. Before the 
war made headlines even, there were AP articles about 
the threat of a possible second holocaust which a lot of 
people bought. 

I don’t doubt that Croatian prison camps exist or 
that rape is not common in them but there is no doubt 
that the rape of women was (and probably still is) 
policy in Serbian prison camps as numerous Serbian 
soldiers and prisonguards have already testified. There 
is real proof of this. The author talked about Serb 
women being raped and held prisoner until unable to 
abort so as to sow Muslim seeds in Serbia. While Iwas 
in Croatia, I watched news reports about and inter- 
views with Bosnian and Croatian women pregnant 












































































































beyond a point where abortion was possible saying the 
exact same things Uros mentioned in his article about 
wanting to Kill their children after they're born. Idon't 
doubt that similar things happen in Croatian camps, 
but this isn’t necessarily a Muslim thing. Croatians I 
talked to blamed it on Orthodox values of vengeance 
and the Serbian idea of where there is one Serb there is 
Serbia. So whenthe Croatian and Bosnian rape victims 
give birth, they give birth to Serbs, and thereby actually 
expanding Serbia. I don’t see how this is a Muslim 
phenomena when it is so common in Serbian camps. 
‘This war is one of the most vicious and unrestrained 
displays of state violence anywhere and it certainly 
isn’t all one sided, although from what I’ve seen from 
actually being there, the Serbs are definitely Бу far the 
ones that have caused the most loss and pain. Almost 
all Croatians I’ve talked to have experienced in some 
way or other the war first hand, either by having their 
village or home destroyed or by losing a closer friend or 
family member to the war. The same cannot be said for 
allof Serbia since the war is Serbia fighting for Croatian 
and Bosnian soil. Serbs living in other areas have 
definitely been victimized, but villages in actual Serbia 
have not been hurt by this mess physically. Croatians 
areextremely bitterand remorsefulagainst Serbs which 
Icompletely understand (even if I don’t agree) consid- 
ering the extent of human suffering they have experi- 
enced and a lot of them are hell-bent on revenge. So 
there's a long way to go before all this is over. 
Another thing to take into consideration when 
reading about any waris that government censorship is 
so high that often the only information even a lot of 
anti-war people can get a good perspective unless they 
get ahold of solid alternative news which in places like 
Ex-Yugoslavia is pretty hard to find unless they are 
hooked up. Mainstream news on the Gulf War and 
Panama Invasion in the US had a great deal of even 
anti-war Americans in the dark, and a great deal of 
them crossed over to support the war as a result of the 
one sided government propaganda. The same applies to 
the war inthe Balkans, Serian, Croatian, and Bosnian 
media will tell the people what the state wants it to 
Know andeven anarchists willhave their view of what 
is happening affected by state propaganda. Ifanybody 
is looking for good info on Ex-Yugoslavia I suggest 
getting in touch with War Resistors League (339

today considered Croatian. 

Nationalist movement in Croatia existed even then 
but, they had a chance to have their own state only 
with help of Nazi Germany, so the second world war 
brought forth the “independent state of Croatia” 
(NDH) inwhich over 1,000,00Gerbs were murdered in 
death camps and unbelievable massacres in villages. 
‘Tito’s communists won the war, and Yugoslavia was 
divided into six republics, if you look at a map of Ex- 
Yugoslavia you'll see Croatia having really peculiar 
shape, given to it by those Knowing that it'll try to 
secede one day and that it well need fertile low lands 
up north, the parts inhabited by Serbs for years and 
years. All this datais easy to check, I’m not making up 
anything. I don’t share the idea of “where there’s one 
Serb, there’s Serbia", I'm saying that the best way for 
all nations here to prosper was to remain Yugoslavia. 
Let’s see why. 

Dave says that Slovenia, Croatia and ultimately 
‘Bosnia wanted to secede because they couldn't run 
their own politics/economy due to Serbia pulling all 
the strings in ex Yugoslavia. This is maybe looks like, 
Serbs were the most numerous nation in it (even not 
counting Muslims which are Serbs too, or a large 
number of Serbs forced to accept Catholic religion in 
WWII) but is wrong.. Until the late eighties, Serbia

imported by Croatia and given toconfident men before 
the war started, about marking Serbian and army 
officers homes in order to kill them when it all starts.

Then of course, there's a good amount of 
people that refuse work and will seek out altemate 
routes of survival, whichis completely righteous in 
my opinion. Squatting is a cool altemative, but it's 
extremely difficultto keep a squat open, especially 
when you're not in a frequently squatted area(like 
New York, Berlin, Amsterdam). Squatting requires 
a lot of work...and what about heat in the winter? 
Panhandeling seems pretty silly to me...| mean 
you spend more time worrying(which to me is 
worse than work) about where your next meal 
comes from than you will spendliving freely. Then 
there's wellfare, which is completely fucked, be- 
cause once you start to collect you can’t work at all 
or go to school without getting cut off...and we all 
know that “general assistance” only gives you 
enough money to barely get by(particularlly in a 
city like Minneapolis, where the cost of living is 
high and wellfare premiums are not reflective). So 
what do you do aboutthe things that make life fun 
and worthwhile, but cost money...education, mu- 
Sic, books, travel, pets, beer, condoms, dental 
dams, stamp collecting, etc.? Just for the record, 
I'm notone ofthose fascist pigs who use terms like 
“wellfare loafers”, as a matter of fact, I'd much 
rather people were using tax dollars for food and 
shelter, than the govemment making more MX 
missles or hiring more fucking cops!! 

Well; for those of you who've never worked, 
and need to, orare having trouble finding it, there 
really are decent jobs out there, you just have to 
look forit, or create it. With a little bit of searching, 


jobs can be found where you don’t have to work for

ata small plant, which employs only a handfull of 
people, where | make cruelty-free shampoos (and 
lubricants) that are distibuted to Co-op grocery 
and health stores throughout the mid-west U.S.. | 
have quite a few friends that work on a local 
University campus, thus furthuring education, for 
good wages. | also know a lot of individuals that 
employ themselves by working at worker owned 
businesses (restaurants, book stores, record 
shops, etc.) orown theirown businesses as paint- 
ers, mechanics, artists, roofers, carpenters, jewel- 
ers, landscapers, etc.. Notice that all of these 
occupations servethe needs of the people, notthe 
deep pockets of some corporate asswipe (not to 
mention, a lot of these folks don't pay taxes to our 
imperialist government). 

Looking at the positive side of working, atleast 
you get free time, evenifyou work 40 hoursa week 
(or 60 hours for that matter). Free time in which 
you won't have to occupy your mind worrying 
about your basic necessities, like food, shelter, 
clothes, etc. I've noticed, from experience, that l'm 
generally a lot more active when I’ve got a job. | 
think its the exercise, | mean, if you're active 
during the day it'll carry overto the evening(orvice 
versa). As opposed to having nothing to do, and 
ending up squandering all your time worhtlessly. 

Which brings me to the other kind of work, the 
kind you like doing. | always look forward to the 
end of a work day, not because | don’t have 
anymore work to do, but because then | can work 
onthings | enjoy, love to draw, | mean, | really love 
to draw. Working during the day brings me into 
contact with different kinds of people, not just the 
Punks and freaks | hang out with otherwise. This 
contact, and the experiences of actual work, in- 
spires me to draw and cause my abilities to grow 
and change. l'also still have agood amountoftime 
to work on projects that help the cause of Anarchy 
and freedom. It’s a form of personal power that 
changes the world around me, without using filthy 
money or manipulating and exploiting others.

It is also destroying vital 
ecosystems, which eliminates many species of 
plants and animals. Factory systems and meth- 
ods of farming that are in use today, tum animals 
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cemed with cost of input and volume of output. | 
find the case of the dairy cow particularly disturb- 
ing. For the dairy cow to have a continuous flow 
of milk she must be repeatedly inseminated. Her 
life goes like this: At 2 years of age she gives birth 
to her first calf (calfs are the by-products of milk 
production, they will have to bear one of several 
fates, which | will not go into in this column). The 
calf is taken from her immediately or within three 
days. The dairy cowis then milked for 10 months, 
but in the third month she is impregnated. Six to 
eight weeks after the 10 months of milking, she will 
give birth again. So for 6-7 months each year she 
is milked while pregnant. She is fed high protein 
concentrates to increase her milk yield, generat- 
ing 10 times more milk than for a normal calf. 
Being pushed to her limits, she must break down 
body tissue to keep up. All this results in one of 
many infections or disorders, like lameness or 
mastitis (painful inflammation of the udder). After 
giving birth to 2-5 calves, which is only a few years, 
her milk productivity declines, and she is sent to 
the slaughterhouse. Herfinal destination will most 
likely be in a fast food hamburger because her 
carcass is not of the quality that can produce 
steaks, chops, or other fine cuts. The cows 
natural lifespan would have been 20 years, in- 
stead itis 5. This says nothing about the environ- 
ment inside the animal factory. Irritating fumes, 
toxic gases, and dust fill the air. Respiratory 
diseases, among others, are very common in all 
factories, whetherit be hog, broiler, turkey, orcow. 

There are many reasons why the U.S. doesn’t 
have alaw like South Tirol. Ifitdid (orifitever will), 
I'd wantit to encompass all animal abuse, not just 
experimentation, so | could take the factory farmer 
and... l'm just really pissed off about a lot of 
things.

ANIMAL RESEARCH TAKES LIVES 
By Bette Overell / New Zealand Anti-Vivisection Society / Hardcover, 
368 pages 

‘The usual thing people expect to read when they pick up a book 

arguing against vivisection is lots of philosophical debate and moraliz- 
ing about the rights of animals (or even the pro-vivisection “utilitarian- 
ism’ of supposed “animal rights” gurus like Peter Singer). While having 
concern about cruelty to animals is good, such talk is not the subject 
matter of this book, which hits with the most important and strong 
argument against vivisection—that it is a scientifically and medically 
fraudulent practice. Vivisection will never be abolished on moral 
grounds alone as long as the vivisection industry (and Peter Singer) 
keep feeding the public with the myth that experiments on animals are. 
necessary for human health. 
The title of the book and its content is a direct challenge and 
rebuttal to a booklet circulated to all schools and libraries in New 
Zealand called Animal Research Saves Lives, which was funded! by the 
vivisection industry and the New Zealand govemment. The booklet 
made a lot of sweeping statements regarding vivisection and human 
health, none of it backed up with any evidence. Overelfs book takes 
every claim made in ARSL and pulls them to bits in each chapter using 
medical evidence and information from medical experts in every field. 
Itcontains quotes andwritingsfrom these experts, medical journalsand 
even the vivisectors themselves! To quote Dr. Paul Carrao, speaking 
0n 13 years of head injury experiments on primates atthe University of 
Pennsylvania, where he worked; “I just know what the literature shows, 
and | know what the results were, and! challenge anybody to show that 
any of that has advanced the cause of treatment of human head injury 
one iota" (page 254). 

The bookreportsnot merely on the inconclusive reports of some 
experiments suchas the above example, butalso onthe many disasters. 
vivisection has created like cancer caused by Diethylstibestrol, the 25 
million reported cases of a disease called Tardive Dyskenesia caused 
by La Gactil, and the fact that once many vivisection-derived drugs are 
banned in First World countries, they are dumped on the Third World 
markets to reap more profits for their creators. 

ARTL points out the profit-motive being the driving forcebehind 
the vivisection industry, as “testing” drugs on animals is the cheapest 
way to fulfill legal safety requirements. BrewsterAshley, Director of the 
Therapeutic Goods Administration Drug Evaluation Branch (Australia) 
underlines this when his is quoted on page 292 saying “We have to

Thisis rock critic elitism at its most 
Narrow mindedand self-righteous (others might say “purist’). Writing in 
1978 Parsons and Burchill declare Siouxsie, Clash, Damned, Stran- 
glers, the Jam and many otherbands to be washed up posers. | wonder 
what they thought of such bands by 1988? Coming from a seemingly 
doctrinaire leftist point of view they dismiss the politics of every 76-78 
punkband except Tom Robinson Band-not really a punkband. anyway. 
This book is interesting and entertaining as it picks apart, slanders and 
drags through the mud every musician who ever walked the face of the 
earth up to 1978 but | can't agree with their blanket dismissal of every 
band from MCS to the Adverts. (Felix) 
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Misery currently hold the dubious 
honor of being the longest going 
and one of the most productive 
political punk bands in Minneapo- 
lis. They have been the center of 
controversy lately when they were 
refused a gig at Emma Center be- 
cause ofthe potential badelements 
they may draw. This sparked off a 
chain reaction of other bands 
canceling or turning down offers 
for gigs there in a show of solidar- 
ity. We visited Misery recently ata 
recent practice and had the fol- 
lowing conversation over a few 
beers. All members of Misery were 
present; Jon (guitar & vacals), Sid 
(guitar & vocals), Gary (drums & 
vocals)and Todd (bass & vocals). 
Profane Existence Collective mem- 
bers Manduke, Martial Flaw and 
Dan were presentto field the ques- 
tions. 


PE: So you guys decided to play the 
Metal Massacre (cheese-metalall-day 
bonanza at 1st Ave.), was that be- 
cause you haven't played ashow ina 
long time? 

T: It's a place to play where people 
that usually wouldn’t go see you would 
see you. Plus wehaven't had a show, 
for what, 8 months maybe? Six 
months, that's it. 

J: No we played it cause you guys 
played it.(Destroy being *us") 

PE: So why do you think it is that you 
guys haven't played in awhile? Is it 
just because there's a lack of places 
to play? 

J: Because the Emma Center doesn’t 
like us so now nobody likes us. 

T: There's nowhere to play. 

J: Wellall the places that bands play 
we can't get in because they know us 
and they think that all the people that 
follow us around are drunk trouble 
makers, and they're right. 

PE; So there's some truth to that

PE: Do you really think that not having a 
front person in the band has really made 
a big difference? 

T: Better not having one. 

PE: Do you think that’s a key to all getting 
along in the band? 

S: It's all pretty equal the way we have it 
set up now. You don't have to afiswer to 
the lead person's ego. 

PE: So things are pretty mellow in the 
band about decision making and things 
like that?

we all moved to Oslo. We started that in 1982. 
Gunnar the singer used to be in Svart Framtid 
and Kafka Process andis now also playing with 
another band called Laus. 
PA: No, we started outin autumn 1986 wit 
plan to be the hardest and fastest band in 
Norway and it's still the same line-up as in the 
E beginning, although we don't take that "hard 
and fast” bit too seriously these days. Ha Ha 
PE; I have noticed that Norway seems to have 
quite an incestuous scene, with the same few 
people always forming one band after an- 
other... 
PA; Yes, that’s certainly true. Oslo is much like 
Berlin andother big European and North Ameri- 
| can cities in the sense that many people who 
are active in the scene aren’ toriginal locals, but 
moved from many smaller towns and villages 
to the big city. It's even more so in Norway 
because there's only one big city and that's 
Oslo. Most people try a few years to get 
something going in their hometowns, which 
might be really small, often just villages. But 
soonerorlaterthey getfrustrated and decide to 
move to Oslo because it's easier to get things 
Mi done when there are more people involved. So 
over the years, a certain group of people has 
lj accumulated in Oslo. Many already had expe- 
riences with being in a band in their home- 
towns, so they know how to play their instru- 
B ments and that makes it easier to form bands. 
PE: From afar it even looks like there are just 
two dozen “old-timers” always forming bands 
and there seems to be very few younger bands 


| lat get out on an international level. The only lk 


recent exception that comes to mind right now 
are Angst. 

FE: Yeah, that’s sorta true. It's lately been 
getting betterthough with more younger people 
getting active. There's a few new bands in 
Trondheim anda few of the otherbiggertowns.... 
PA: There’s also people forming bands in 
small towns, just like we did ten years ago! 


IPE: What has made you stick with it all these 
years? It seems that people in Norway stay in 


the scene for quite a long time, instead of 


dropping out after a few years. 


FE: Well, | don’t know. There’s been a lot of 


people who have disappeared over the years 
as well. 

PA: | think it might have something to do with 
the fact that in larger cities like Oslo and 
Trondheim, there are things happening and it 
motivates and empowers you to stay with it, 
too. In Oslo we have our own place (Blitz) 
which is very important to us and] thinkithelps 
to unite and inspire people. 

PE: Considering the geographical location of 


Oslo, do you have many touring bands coming V 


by or are you isolated from the rest of the 
world? Especially US bands prefer to tour in 
the center of Europe and avoid longer drives 
and places that are off the beaten path. 

FE: Well, | don't know what percentage of US 
bandstouringin Europe make it outto Oslo, but 
|thinkit's quite alotas faras can tell. There's 
certainly no lack of gigs by US bands. 
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PA: Afew years ago, there was even a bitofa 
problem with too many gigs happening and 
that resulted in people losing interestin always 
going to gigs. Nowadays, the gigs are usually 
on weekends and | have to say that it’s mostly 
the well-known bands, most of them from the 
US, who getto play. It's really hard to get a gig 
for a less popular band from somewhere in 
Europe, unlike a few years ago. American 
bands seem tohaveno problem getting booked, 
which | find really stupid. 


PE: Do you see that as a significant problem? 
PA: The way the scene has been going in the 
last few years, its become like a well-oiled 
machine, in the negative sense. Nobody is 
willing to take much of a chance with unknown 
bands, which means that younger bands can't 
play live and don't get exposure and experi- 
ence. 

FE: Its been especially happening in the last 
year with all these really big American bands 
getting all the attenti 


PE: l've heard that Dischord and Alternative 
Tentacles stuff sells really well in Oslo, so are 
those the influential bands right now? 
PA: Well, bands on those labels get instant 
attention because of the image that the labels 
have and it's no problem to get the records 
B because they are easily available in Oslo, If 
you are talking about what influences bands 
[| like us and , forexample, Life, But How To Live 
j !...? Musically, it's a huge variety of different 


music from all over the world, the roots still

- yourselves musicians or musical activists. | think 
there is a definite difference. 

Z: | think of myself as a musician! 

S: Me too! 

Q: Well, that doesn’t go forthe whole band. I dort 
just see myself as a musician. There's a lot of 
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other activities involved in punk, like setting up 
gigs forexample, and also the whole lifestyle that 


comes with it. 


PE: So would you say that the bands are the 
musical wing of a larger “movement”? 

Q: That's the way | see it. Jacke and | used to do 
zines a long time ago and they were only short 
local rags, but it was all part of the bigger picture. 
Traveling to gigs in other towns, meeting people, 
communicating, doing things yourself, whether it 
be gigs, bands or whatever. You can't just tie it 
down to the music aspect and say that's it. 

J: | don't think it's such a big deal, as individuals 
we live in the same environment that the band is 
in, too. Playing in squats is just natural because 
it's part of our way of life. 

S: Looking at it from this angle; there's definitely 
more to it than just the music. It's notlike we play 
our gigs and.go back.to letely. different 
lifestyle. драма 2: 
Q: For us, the music aspect is something like a 
closed thing, because we usually don’t do so 
much together outside of the band. But that 
doesn’t mean that the activities we do with other 
people are not connected to our social environ- 
ment. Acid Rain Dance is the music thing for us, 
but as individuals we are definitely part of a 
broader political and social movement. As an 
example, certain band members participate with 
other people in preparing demonstrations or oc- 
cupations. 

S: For me, much has changed in my personal 
involvementin the last 5 years. Some of us have 
children now, so we can’t spend all our time 
hanging out in squats or doing other things we 
might otherwise like to do. So | am sorta tied 
down, but | still consider myself to be part of the 
scene. 

PE: Considering that your music could possibly 
be accessible to people outside of the punk or 














squatting scene, do you think there is a chance 
that you would change the environment in which 
the band exists now? There's quite a death metal 
touch in the music, for my ears, so there could be 
an interest in the band from that musical sphere. 
J: Well, it’s not like we would mind selling more

more people, but we still 
have our rootsin the punk scene, so 
we do care how we go about our band busi- 
ness. We have certain criteria in determining 
where we play and things like that. But as | 
said, | wouldn't mind playing in different ven- 
ues and to different people every ounce in 
awhile, it doesn’t mean that you drop all the 
other things. We still prefer to play in squats, 
because those are the people we feel more

Q: | don’t think we'll ever get enough attention 
from commercial interests, so there’s no point in 
discussing the possibility. No German band like 
us would ever get offers of big money or big 
shows. k 
PE: Well, let's talk about the music itself now. All 
of you used to play more or less traditional punk 
stuff, why the change now? Was it because you 
got bored or was it a natural matter of mastering 
your instruments and wanting to move on? 
Z: Well, | personally have to say that! don't listen 
to any simpler punk stuff anymore, because it's 
really boring to me. It's also a matter of getting 
better at playing your instrument and wanting to 
try out new, better things. | think it’s important to 
play the music you like and not what the latest 
trend in the scene is. And if your musical skills 
allow. you to play. more. complicated. music, it 
оой ^ Tra 
S: I have to say for myself that | have always 
searched for the most aggressive music, and a 
long time ago, that was punk. Nowadays, there's 
“harder stuff around and | want to check it out. 
l've always liked extreme music and in compari- 
son, that's what punk surely isn't anymore. On 
the other hand, when | discovered the newer 
types of music, | never cared about their scene, | 
was just interested in the music. My real roots 
were in punk, so | didn't see a reason to get 
involved anywhere else. 
PE: Does thatmean that you could have theoreti- 
cally turned into a country and western band? 
Z: Ha Ha. If it would feel right to us, we would do 
it! 
Q: It wasn't like we intentionally searched for a 
musical loophole. We could have had it much 
easier if we stuck to the mainstream approach. 
The punks complain that it's too metal and the 
metalheads complain that it's too punk. 
PE: It's said that when someone starts listening 
to other types of music besides punk, he or she 
is unavoidably confronted with labels and bands 
who don't share the DIY ethic that most punk 
bands have. And to avoid giving any multina- 
tionals your money, records on big labels should 
be bought second hand or taped from some- 
body. What do you think of this approach? 
Z: Well, | can only answer for myself, but | don’t 
really care on what label a bandis on. Products 
by multinational corporations control almost ev- 
ery sphere of life, so | don't think there's a big 
difference in what you buy. It's impossible to 
avoid multinationals, so why make a big deal 
about it. 
N: | don't see the point either. Living in the so 
called first world, we're right in the middle of the 
greed and the exploitation. So where's the 
difference in putting this margarine or that on 
your bread? Not smoking Mariboros, but buying 
another brand that's also owned by a multina- 
tional, is completely absurd. laugh when people 
say they won't get petrol from Shell but go to 
Exxon or something like that. 
PE: | agree with the gas stations and cigarettes, 
but | think the example | brought up with the 
recordsisapretty practical way to getaround the 
biggies. 
Z: Buying second hand makes sense because 
it's cheaper. But | don't'see the point in placing 
such a big importance on records, compared with 
other products. 
Q: In the end, you still buy the product from the 
capitalist market, because somebody else had to 
first buy the record before you can get it cheaper 
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second 
hand. That 
doesn't solve 
the problem at 
all. : 
PE: Well, | didn't 
want to imply that it’s 
a possible solution in 
destroying capitalism, but 
/ think it’s still a worthwhile 
alternative for people who believe in DIY, 
but don't want to directly support multina- 
tionals. 

Q: The only real altemative would be to 
categorically not pay for any corporate 
products, you would have to steal everything. 

Z: That doesn't solve anything either, because it 
only hurts the record store, not the label. The 
store has to pay for all records, whether they are 
soldorstolen. The corporation makes evenmore. 
money, because the store will have to reorder 
records if they constantly get stolen. 

№: | think all of it is just a way to soothe your 
conscience, so that you can say you're politically 
correct: it doesn’t change anything fundamen- 
tally. 

PE: OK, but if you want to get down to it, 
everything revolves around dealing with the real- 
ity of capitalism as wellas youcan, no matterhow. 
effectively you are really combatting. For ex- 
ample, not eating meat won't change the world, 
but it might feel right for you to bea vegetarian. 
And when you dissect everyday life, you will find 
that most "revolutionary" activism is fueled by 
guilt. 

S: You're right and that’s why | think you must 
carefully examine all aspects of a certain issu 
and decide for yourself. There’s no poi 
behaving like sheep and following whatever 
expected of you, just because everybody else is 
doingit, too. Dull slogans don’tget you anywhere, 
because if you really think about it, they often 
don't make any sense. But if you think it out and 
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cotting can make sense for you, and I do it myself, 
too, but it’s an individual choice. 

Z: It's necessary to think of new solutions and 
constructive criticism is always a good idea. But 
you have to evaluate what kind of chances of 
Success your actions have and then decide what 
makes sense. | personally don't see the point in 
boycotts. Е 

S: Well, | think that’s a bit too harsh. It's not like 
they're completely useless. 

Z: They're useless when you try to apply them to 
multinationals. They don’t give a shitifa bunch of 
radical leftists don’t but their products. 

S: But with a boycott, it's possible to broaden the 
area of support. You can let other people know 
about it and explain why you are doing it. 

Z: But you can’t broaden a movement ona basis 
of "don't buy this, don't buy that". It has to be 
based on a fundamental critique of capitalism. 
PE: I think you are being too strict, because if you 
really get down to it, nothing really achieves any 
fundamental changes in this world. Everybody 
who runs around saying they are doing some- 
thing or other for the revolution is lying, because 
in reality they are doing it foremost for them- 
selves, because they feel that they have to do 
that. So if people want to boycott something, | 
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down to what degree something is effective or 
not. 
S; I think boycotts are alright, too. All of us have 
our own personal opinions on this subject. 
N: To illustrate one fault in this boycott thing, | 
want to bring up the example of the Shell cam- 
paign a few years back. For about a year, 
everyone was doing something for that. There 
were a lot of events, arson attacks, gas stations 
bombed, pickets, etc. But after a while, it was 
suddenly all over and done with and you don't 
hear much about it nowadays. | think it’s good 
that many people were given information about 
Shell and what they do, but! don’t think that Shell 
"had much financial damage because of the cam- 
paign. The radical scene is too small and washed 
out to make a dent in their profits and there's too 
many selfish assholes that don’t care anyway, so 
it doesn't really achieve much. 
PE: So, coming back to the original question, 
does it mean that when you want to check out 
differentmusic styles, you have to buy the records 
just as any normal person? 
Z: That's what it comes down to. | don't feel like 
sacrificing myself for some sort of purity. Ifl want 
to listen to new music, | buy it. 
Q: | only buy major products in absolute excep- 
tions, because they are just too expensive andit's 
not soimportant forme to but them, | would rather 
do without it and spend the money on something 
better. 2 
PE: | personally can't find any band important 
enough so that | would go to see them in a 
commercial venue or buy a record that's on a 
major label. No band is important enough for me 
to break my principles. Do you think iť s'a specific 
“musician thing” to prefer better quality music and 
totry tolookatmusic as ifitis ina vacuum, without 
connection to the everyday political reality? 
S: When | go to a gig, | totally take everything 
apart what the band does. | check out their 
equipment, how good they play theirinstruments, 
how their music is structured... 
Z: 105 the same with me, because I'm also 
interested in musicin an abstractsense, asa form 
of art. 
S: But there’s only a few bands where | really 
analyze everything, | don’t care aboutit usually. | 
differentiate between squat gigs where | go to 
have fun and those gigs where | might have to 
invest a bit more money, but I go there purely for 
the music. In those cases, | don't care what kind 
of people the band orthe audience are, as. longas 
they aren'tfascists. = =- 
2 OK, let's talk about the band again. How did 
U come up with the band name? 
Q: Well, it doesn't have anything to do with Acid 
House! Ha Ha! It was a bit of a proble 








around, so it was a bit embarrassing at the time 
but luckily the next big thing has come along so 
nobody associates us with that anymore. We 
x edita geo. as a result of eliminating all the 
other options we came up with. It's the one that 
‘we liked best among a few other possibilities. We 
wanted to avoid aname that would pigeonhole us 
into a certain cliche. 

PE: Sois the combination of Acid Rain and Rain 
Dance symbolic for the topics that interest you, 
ecology and Native Americans? 

Q: No, certainly not. Itsameaningless, buta very 
good sounding name. We liked the negative 
touch it had, certainly not a happy name. 

Z: And it wasn’t as musicaly limiting as calling 
ourselves "Brutalizer" or something like that. We 
didn't want to have a name that would bind us to 
a certain musical style from the start. We had a 
rough concept, but we wanted to be able to 
develop and experiment as a band so we didn't 
want any premature’limitations. Even now, we 
could still play any type of music we wanted, 
without the name getting in the way. 

PE: OK, but let's talk about the Native American 
thing for a bit. It's been featured on both record 
covers, so | think you must have had some 
relation to it in advance. 

Z: Well, the ideas for the covers came from the 
band name and not the other way around. We 
had the name and then asked ourselves what 
would fit well. 

Q: We could have put bare trees and devastated 
landscapes on the covers to ‘symbolize Acid Rain, 
butthen we decided in favor of the Native Ameri- 
can stuff. It just tumed out that way. 

J: Well, for me it had a specific message right 
from the start, a comment on the ecological 
destruction, in combination with the fact that 
Native Americans have suffered tremendously 
from the pollution of their homelands. 

S: Itwentone step after another. We first had the 
name and through it we began to look into native 
American culture andhistory. You can see thatin 
the intro of the 12" which we found while looking 
for stuff that would be suitable. But don't get the 
wrong idea now, it wasn't like we said: “Let's put 
an Indian on the cover and it'll look good." We've 
thought about the subject and gotten to know ita 
bit. 

PE: Generally speaking, people in the western 
world tend to romanticize tribal cultures and see 
them in a very positive light... 

N: Not in our case. We are not so dumb as to 
believe that everything with a colorful feather in 
it's hair is alright. We know what went on in 
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Central America before the colonization. The 
Mayas didn't fuck around when it came to their 
social order, but we're not so blind as to not see 
the negative aspects and remain critical. 

S: It's also not our fault that this native American 
thing was so hyped in mainstream society. Just 
recently, it was a big trendy thing. You had the 
Red Hot Chili Peppers with their tattoos, the 500 
years of Columbus bullshit and then it was noth- 
ing but Indians all around. It was almost as bad 
as the fucking dinosaur trend is now! But on the 
other hand | don’t think it’s such a bad thing for 
many people to hear about Native Americans 
because they're still being oppressed, so at least 
people find out about it through that. 

PE: OK, let's talk about the lyrics now. | find it 
perfectly normal to write in German. It's not 
something | especially think about, it's just as 
natural for me as it should be for anyone to write 
lyrics in the language that you know best. 

8: Normar's lyrics are sometimes difficult to 
understand in content, so if he would try to trans- 
late them into English, much would get lost and 
the original meaning would be changed. We do 
have English translations with the records, so 
anybody who really wants to know what the lyrics 
are about, can check it out. For us, it would be 
totally embarrassing to sing in English when you 
don't really knowitvery well. And there's no need 







































to, because | think our German materi 
N: In a gig-situation, it's completely irrelevant in 
what language the lyrics are because you can't 
hear anything anyway. Its different with records 
and that's why I think it's important to have trans- 
lations with the records, so people can figure 
things out at home. 

PE: | read through the lyrics, but embarrassingly 
have to admit that | didn’t understand all of them, 
even in their original language. They often seem 
very vague and abstract. Is that coincidence or 
intentional? 

N: Well, they're often thoughts that flash through 
my mind and seem importantto me atthat specific 
time. | don't take into account if other people will 
be able to understand them. Iteven happens that 
| write a song and a year later | won't even 
remember what got me to write it. But that's not 
important for me anyway, it's a reflection of the 
moment and ifit fits well to the music, we'll use it. 

S: No, that's something different. The listeners 
will hopefully understand them but they have to 
interperate them for themselves, we don't want 
them going into a preconceived direction. 

N: I don’t want to preach through the lyrics. They 
describe my feelings and whether everyone un- 
derstands them is not the point. On the other 
hand, it's not like | just make up anything so that 
| have something to grunt during the songs. | do 
think about them for myself and they make sense 
to me. 

Q: It’s more important to transmit the feelings of 
the lyrics, not necessarily their content. It's sorta 
like a poem, either you get it or you don't. 

Z: But coming back to the language, it's not like 
we consciously decided against English, because 
we think that German bands should only sing in 
German. That's not our point. 

J: Its purely a matter of the practicality. It's 
absurd to use a language you don't fully know. All 
the fine aspects of the language and the depth of 
the words get lost. 

PE: Well, it seems perfectly logical to us, but why 
do 9575 of all German bands still persist on 
singing in English? 

Z: | could understand that many people find it 
easy to work with, to make it fit with the music 
better. It also makes sense to use English if 
you're aiming for the intemational “market”, be- 
cause English is the most commonly spoken 
language in the world. 

S: That might be true, but | don't think it has any 
relevance in our style of music. That is only true 
for music which puts a high priority on the vocals. 
With us, you can't hear the lyrics anyway. 

PE: I have also heard this argument that English 








is necessary for an international impact, but | 
think it's a completely dumb assumption, be- 
cause there’s nothing more embarrassing than 
English lyrics by somebody who doesn'tknow the 
language very well. ItBecomesa 
total joke to Americans or British. 
N: To be honest, | have never 
even thought about all this be- 
cause it was just logical for me to 
write down my thoughts in the 
language that! will also sing them 
later on, undiluted. 

PE: I'm also talking about the 
pressure on many youngerbands 
to sing in English, because I think 
it indirectly has to do with the 
influence of American culture on 
the mainstream and I think it trick- 
lesdowninto the underground. In 
addition, | think many German 
bands also use English to better 
hide the fact that their lyrics are 
just plain dumb and meaningless, 
it's not so noticeable in English. 
S: What really does get me upset 
is noticing that any dumb Ameri- 
can band gets a European tour d 
together while European bands 
have a really hard time getting 
gigs. And | don't think 
ifs easier to get gigs 
when you start singing 
in English, too! Ha Ha! 
N: | don’t know how the people who go 
to gigs feel about it, but as a band it 
makes you sick to see how European 
opening bands get treated by both the 
American bands and the local gig pro- 
moters. 

PE: What! have noticed is that it seems 
that right now, there are a few American 
bands speaking out about the negative 
effects oftoursforthe indigenous scenes, 
while you don't hear much from the 
actual "victims" about it. Although | 
guess it's true that Europeans don't re- 
ally have the access to be heard in the 
States even if they might want to speak 
out against it. 

S: Well, in some German cities, people 
are realizing that they have to give op- 
portunities to European bands and stop 
promoting Americans to setthe balance 
straight again. 

Q: You also have to realize that the 
"victims" aren't a uniformed mass of 
people. The people who still mainly go 
to see American bands aren't the ones 





thatare suffering from the consequences. It's the 


a the Scene that have the problems 
not the passive consumers. 

Z: | don't think it's fair to blame the American 
bands for the problems here. You can't hold it 
against them that there are so many idiots here 
who want to see them. You can't expect the 
bands to be so self-sacrificing as to not tour, for 
the sake of others. 

PE: Well, | think many bands don't even realize 
what problems they are causing with their tours, 
because when they travel around they mostly 
meet people who have the same uncritical atti- 
tudes, so the problem isn't even brought to there 
attention. 

Q: From a musician's standpoint, | think it's 
embarrassing for the American bands that they 
can't provide a similarinfrastructure for European 
bands to tour in the States. That's what they 
should be concemed with. 
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' PE: I must say | am a bit surprised that you are 
taking this problem relatively lightly, after all you 
are the ones who are directly suffering from the 
situation. You are the ones having problems 





getting gigs for the band because all the datesare 
being taken up by American bands. 

S: Well, the gig situation is aggravating and | 
would applaud any efforts by Americans to im- 
prove touring opportunities in their country, so we 
can have a fair exchange. 

Z: Tobe honest, | am more pissed off with the few. 
influential people in the German scene who have 
allowed this situation to develop. The ones who 
have been preaching for years about how good 
American bands are, hyping them, etc. They also 
have a big responsibility for the'current situation. 
But | don’t think competition or envy between 
bands does any good. | can sorta even under- 
stand their point of view. 

Q: However, there are certain practical things we 
can do to change the situation. For example, our 
gig collective will not be booking any more Ameri- 
can bands. 

A: But totally isolating them is not the right 
answer, | think. 

Q: It's not such a great punishment for them, 
because | know that if we don't do a gig for them, 
somebody else well. At the present, they still 
have no problem getting a gig somewhere else. | 
dont have any scruples about denying them 
“places to play. УМе тепнопайу want our gigs 

be competition for American bands. The ideal 
situation would be to get people to go see Euro- 
pean bands instead of spending their money on 
American ones. Hopefully, it would thereby be- 
come less attractive for Americans to tour, or at 
least there will be less of them. | think that ‘s a 
good method to show disapproval with the current 
situation. 

Z: | don't really care where a band comes from, 
if they're good, I'll go see them, whether they're 
from the US or some village in Germany. 

Q: Isa real problem forme though because am 
the one booking gigs for the band and | have 
trouble getting things set up for a German band. 
It effects us purely as musicians, too.
